<iEKTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
1896,  and  of  laying  before  you  the  usual  tables  of  vital  statistics. 

By  General  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  dated  March 
'23rd,  1891,  it  is  prescribed  that  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
•shall  : — 

“ Make  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  up  to  the 
“end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising  a summary  of  the  action 
“taken,  or  which  he  has  advised  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  take 
“ during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  an  account 
“of  the  sanitary  state  of  his  district  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

“ The  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  enquiries  made 
“ as  to  conditions  injurious  to  health  existing  in  this  district,  and  of 
“ the  proceedings  in  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  taken 
“part  or  advi.sed  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  or  under  any 
“ other  Act  of  Parliament  relating  to  sanitary  matters. 

“ Also  an  account  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him  or  on  his 
“advice,  for  purposes,  over  places  or  houses  that  the  Sanitary 
“ Authority  have  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature  and  results 
“of  any  proceedings  which  may  have  been  so  required  and  taken  in 
“respect  of  the  .same  during  the  year. 
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“The  report  shall  also  record  the  action  taken  by  him  or  on  his. 
“advice  during  the  year,  in  regard  to  offensive  trades,  to  dairies, 
“ cow-shed.s,  and  milk-shops,  and  for  factories  and  workshops. 

“The  Report  .shall  al.so  contain  tabular  .statements  of  the  sicknes.s. 
“and  mortality  within  the  District,  cla.ssified  according  to  diseases,, 
“ages  and  liabilities.’’ 

The  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  compri-ses  an  area  of  4,104 
acre.s,  density  of  population  ecjuals  5’66  per.sons  per  acre. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


POPUi.-vniiN. 


The  population  of  the  District  in  the  middle  of  the  year  14196  wa.s. 
23,228,  and  the  rates  given  in  this  report  have  been  calculated  on  this 
basis. 


As  the  birth  and  death  rates  of  a large  locality  are  based  on  its 
estimated  population,  it  is  very  important  it  should  be  as  accurate  as. 
po.ssible.  The  Registrar-General,  in  his  estimate,  bases  it  on  the  mean 
annual  increment  of  the  decennial  period  intervening  between  the  last 
and  the  previous  cen.sus,  adding  this  to  each  sub.sequent  year.  Thi.s 
formula  is  sufficient  as  regards  the  entire  kingdom,  or  those  district.s- 
wherein  no  disturbing  causes  come  into  operation,  as  it  fairly  mark.s 
tlie  increase  of  natural  productive  powers ; but  there  are  districts 
where  the  increase  is  not  alone  due  to  these,  as  where  a rapid  growth 
in  the  industrial  or  commercial  interests  attracts  a corre.sponding  ijiflui 
of  new  comers.  Barry  is  a most  notable  instance  of  such  an  element 
of  increase  ; thi.s  is  established  by  the  addition  of  n«w  houses,  as  well 
as  by  the  birth-rate. 

The  census  return  of  April,  1891,  gave  the  population  of  Barry  as. 
12,665 ; the  total  increase  between  the  census  of  1881  and  1891  was 
12,165. 

During  the  early  part  of  December  I caused  a careful  survey  of 
the  district  to  be  made  by  Wards  and  obtained  the  following  informa- 
tion, which  I have  every  reason  to  believe  is  correct  according  to. 
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this  return  The  proportionate  number  of  occupants  of  each  house 
varied  from  6'25,  6-50,  and  7-25.  I therefore  multiplied  the  total 
number  of  inhabited  houses  by  6-50,  this  gives  an  estimated  population 
at  the  end  of  the  year  of  26,175  ; to  this  is  to  be  added  800,  the  mean 
floating  population,  making  together  an  estimated  population  of 
^6,975.

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BIRTHS. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  were  1039;  of  these  546 
were  males  and  493  females.  The  birth-rate  was  44-7  per  1000  living, 
as  compared  with  29 '4  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 


It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  this  birth-rate  is  calculated 
on  the  estimated  total  population,  which  includes  800  seamen,  the 
average  number  constantly  in  the  Port  whose  families  reside  elsewhere, 
and  who  do  not  contribute  to  the  birth-rate.  If  we  deduct  these  800 
from  the  total  population  and  estimate  the  birth-i-ate  with  the 
population  proper,  the  rate  would  be  46-3.

DEATHS. 


During  the  year  1896,  361  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district, 
of  the.se  203  were  males  and  158  females.  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  being  678.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  15.5  per  1000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  14-8  in  1895,  but  if  calculated  on  the 
estimated  population  taken  at  the  end  of  the  year,  viz : 26,975,  it 
would  be  13'3.  The  rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1896  was  17‘1. 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases 
during  the  same  period  was  28,  death-rate  T2  per  1000  persons  living, 
as  compared  with  T8  in  IBO.*).  Tlie  rate  in  England  and  Wales  was 
216. 


First  Quarter. — The  number  of  deaths  I’egistered  during  the  13 
weeks  ending  March  2Sth,  1896,  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  was  89, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  15.3  per  1000  living,  com- 
pared with  18--1  the  rate  of  the  first  quarter  of  1895,  and  with  17.9 
the  mean  rate  in  the  first  quai-ter  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  during  the  first 
quarter  were  3,  being  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  0'5  per  1000, 
as  comp  ii-fd  with  1‘3  the  rate  in  the  first  quarter  of  last  ye  ir,  and 
with  2 02  the  rate  of  England  and  Wale.s. 

Second  Quarter. — Dui-ing  the  quarter  ending  June  27th,  1896, 
75  deaths  were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  death  'rate  of 
12-9  per  1000,  compared  with  ll'O  the  rate  in  the  second  quarter  of 
last  year,  and  with  16-3  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  de«ath.s  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  in  the  same 
quarter  was  8,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  1‘3  per  1000  as 
compared  with  1 -4  the  rate  in  the  second  cjuarter  of  the  previous  year, 
and  2 '06  that  of  England  and  Wales. 


Third  Quarter. — The  deaths  regi.stered  in  quarter  ending 
September  22nd,  1896  wei’e  96,  corresponding  to  an  annual  death-rate 
of  16-5  per  1000,  compared  with  17‘4  in  the  third  (juarter  of  preceding 
year,  and  with  16  3 that  of  England  and  Wales 

The  deaths  from  the  .seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  11,  being 
ecjual  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  1-8  per  1000,  as  compared  with  2‘2 
the  average  rate  in  the  third  quarter  of  previous  year,  and  2'92  that 
of  England  and  Wales. 

Fourth  Qu.vrter. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
(juarter  ending  December  31st,  1896  were  101,  being  in  the  proportion 
of  17'3  deaths  annually  per  1000  persons  living,  compared  with  17'0 
the  mean  rate  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  last  year,  and  17  9 that  of 
England  and  Wale.s. 


The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  6,  being 
equal  to  an  anuual  death-rate  of  1-03  per  1000,  as  compared  with  2‘4 
per  1000  the  rate  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  last  year,  and  with  1’65  that 
of  England  and  Wales. 
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Inquests. — Inque.9ts  were  held  in  37  instances  during  the  year.

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The  increji.se  in  the  dejith-nite  is  more  apparent  than  real,  as  the 
statistics  are  calculated  on  the  population  as  it  existed  at  the 
end  of  1895;  this  is  unavoidable,  but  it  makes  a very  great  difference, 
as  our  populivtion  at  the  end  of  1896  had  increased  fully  one-sixth. 
There  was  no  maiked  increase  of  deaths  in  any  particular  chiss  of 
disease. 


Small  Po.x. — There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.  Four 
oases  were  reported  during  the  year,  the  first  on  April  17th,  which 
occurred  at  8 Weston  Street,  the  patient  being  a girl  aged  17  years 
who  came  from  Bristol  a week  previously ; she  was  removed  to  the 
Small  Pox  Hospital.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Bristol  to 
whom  I immediately  reported  the  fact  informed  me  that  there  was  no 
ojise  of  Small  Pox  in  Bristol  at  the  time,  most  likely  it  was  connected 
with  the  Gloucester  outbreak.  On  December  the  30th  three 
cases  of  Small  Pox  were  notified  at  No.  11,  Hunter  Street, 
(Father,  Mother,  and  Son)  aged  46",  41  and  16  years  respectively.  I 
immediately  visited  the  house  and  had  the  pjitients  removed  in  the 
ambulance  to  the  hospital.  There  were  seven  other  children  and  two 
lodgers  residing  in  the  house.  Notwithstanding  every  effort  I have 
been  unable  to  positively  trace  the  origin  of  the  disease,  but  in  all 
probability  it  was  brought  by  a sailor  who  called  at  the  house  some 
14  djiys  previously.  It  is  clear  that  the  three  cases  were  all  infected 
the  same  day,  as  they  all  developed  the  symptoms  simultaneously.  No 
one  in  the  house  hjid  been  away  from  the  distinct  for  some  months,  and 
according  to  their  statements  no  one  had  slept  in  the  house  (with  the 
exception  of  their  own  family);  whether  this  is  true  or  whether  there 
had  been  an  evasion  of  the  Seamen’s  Lodging  House  Licensing  Regu- 
lations I am  unable  to  say.  In  each  case  the  infected  houses  were 
thoroughly  disinfected,  and  the  whole  of  the  bedding  and  all  articles  of 
clothing  belonging  to  the  patients  were  burnt  without  delay.  The 
houses  were  visited  every  day,  and  the  strictest  watch  kept  on  the 
residents  of  both  infected  houses,  new  bedding  was  bought  to  replace 
that  destroyed,  those  of  the  inmates  who  were  unprotected  by  vaccina- 
tion were  vaccinated,  and  every  possible  means  taken  Jigainst  the 
further  spread  of  the  disease. 


.M  EASLES — There  were  six  deaths  due  to  this  disejise,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  0'25  per  1000  persons  living  agjiinst  0T7  the  rate  of 
1895.  As  there  are  no  means  of  finding  out  how  prevalent  it  was 
except  by  inquiries,  Jis  it  is  not  notifiable. 


VV'hoopino  Cough. — There  were  three  deaths  from  this  disease 
registered  in  the  district,  being  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  0T3 
per  1000,  as  compared  with  0T3  in  1895. 
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Diptiieria. — The  three  de;iths  ascribed  to  di])theria  correspond  to 
an  annual  death-rate  of  0T3  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0-17  in  1895- 

ScARLKT  Fever. — Six  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease 
durin<'‘  the  year,  the  deaths  were  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  0-25 
per  1000  against  O'S  in  1895.  My  experience  teaches  me  that 
without  Hospital  Isolation  this  di.sease  cannot  be  controlled 
effectually,  especially  in  the  very  mild  form  such  as  we  have  experi- 
enced for  the  last  three  of  four  years,  many  cases  undetected  by  the 
parents  have  come  under  my  observation  during  the  year,  it  is  im- 
possible to  prosecute  in  such  cases  as  the  people  cannot  be  expected  to 
diagnose  the  disease  where  the  symptoms  of  the  di.sorder  are  so  slight, 
and  it  is  only  by  complete  Isolation  at  the  commencement  of  an  epidemic 
when  the  disease  is  as  a rule  severe,  that  we  can  hope  to  stamp  out  the 
infection  quickly  and  effectually. 

Enteric  or  Ttphoio  Fever.- -Twenty  cases  were  reported  during 
the  year,  of  which  number  six  were  removed  from  vessels  at  the  Docks 
and  had  their  origin  out  of  this  district.  Three  of  the  remainder  were 
infected  by  one  of  the.se  sailors,  this  occurred  through  the  want  of  care 
and  skill  in  the  nursing,  and  well  illustrates  the  advantage  of  removing 
such  cases  to  an  Isolation  Hospital.  Two  others  developed  the  disease 
a few  days  after  residing  here,  the  remaining  nine  were  scattered  right 
through  the  district,  and  were  not  due  to  any  discoverable  insanitary 
surroundings.  There  were  three  deaths,  and  all  three  were  imported, 
the  deaths  being  probably  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  they  were 
walking  about  whilst  ill  in  the  early  stage  of  the  disease.  The  death- 
rate  being  0T3  per  1000  as  compared  with  0T7  in  1895. 

Diarrhcea. — Seven  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  giving 
a death  rate  of  0-30  per  1000,  as  compared  with  0'86  in  the  previous 
year. 

Table  XI.  gives  the  death-rate  from  constitutional,  developmental, 
and  local  diseases,  and  from  violent  death.s,  during  the  years  1890  to 
1896  inclusive.

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The  San’atokium. — Another  year  has  gone  by  without  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  being  erected,  I am  aware  that  in  consequence  of  our 
Surveyor  having  had  his  hands  full  of  other  work  he  has  been  unable 
to  quite  complete  the  necessary  plans,  still,  I trust  that  the  Council 
will  be  able  to  pi’oceed  with  the  construction  of  the  Hospital  early  this 
year. 


Cholera  Hospital. — The  erection  of  the  Joint  Cholera  Hospital 
on  the  Flat  Holms  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 


Small  Pox  Hospital. — As  I pointed  out  in  my  report  on  Small 
Pox  to  the  Health  Committee  on  January  22nd,  the  district  is  not  in 
a safe  position  with  the  existing  accommodation,  consequently,  con- 
sidering the  large  number  of  sailors  visiting  Barry  from  ports  where 
Small  Pox  frequently  exists,  I would  respectfully  urge  the  Council  to 
make  provisions  for  at  least  twenty  cases  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 


It  has  been  frequently  asked  at  the  Health  Committee  what 
instructions  in  the  form  of  printed  matter  are  given  to  the  person  in 
charge  of  infectious  cases.  For  the  information  of  the  Board  the 
following  is  appended.  The  method  adopted  in  connection  with 
the  iSiotification  of  Infectious  Diseases  is  as  follows : — On  the 
receipt  of  each  Notification  the  premises  are  visited  by  your 
Inspector  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  enquiries  are  made 
respecting  the  history  of  the  case.  In  each  case  report  sheets  are  filled 
up,  of  which  the  subjoined  are  samples  : —

From  this 
register  it  is  easy  at  a glance  to  ascertain  any  factor  common  to  several 
cases,  and  to  trace  the  relation  of  the  disease  to  the  particular  locality 
in  which  it  occurs.

1.  '"^’here  Sciirl(:*t  Fever,  Diphtheria,  or  Sinall-pox  exists  ia  a 
house,  no  chikl  should  attend  scliool  from  the  house  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks  after  the  occurrence  of  the  last 
case,  and  in  the  case  of  Measles  the  period  should  not  be  less 
than  three  or  four  weeks. 

The  patient  should  be  istilated  ]:)y  being  placed,  if  possible,  in 
a well  ventilated  room  at  the  tojt  of  the  house;  all  carpets, 
curtains,  and  unnecessary  furniture  should  be  removed  from 
the  room. 

3.  A sheet  should  be  hung  up  outside  the  door  of  the  sick  room, 
and  kept  wet  with  a solution  of  carbolic  acid,  i-pint  to  a 
gallon  of  water,  or  with  some  other  recognised  disinfectant. 

4.  All  bed  and  body  linen,  as  soon  as  removed  from  the  sick 
person,  and  before  being  taken  from  the  sick  room,  should  be 
first  put  into  a solution  of  carbolic  acid  of  the  above-named 
strength,  or  into  .some  other  disinfectant,  remaining  there  for 
an  hour,  and  afterwards  boiled  in  water. 

5.  All  discharges  from  the  patient,  e.specially  if  the  disease  be 
Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  or  Typhoid  Fever,  should  be  re 
ceived  into  vessels  containing  some  suitable  disinfectant,  and 
should  be  removed  fi'om  the  sick  room  and  be  disposed  of 
without  delay. 

6.  If  the  disease  is  Small-pox,  any  unvaccinated  infant  in  the 
house  should  at  once  be  vaccinated,  and  all  adults  or  young 
persons  over  twelve  years  of  age  should  be  re-vaccinated. 

7.  The  patient  cannot  be  pronounced  absolutely  free  from  con- 

veying infection  until  all  peeling  has  entirely  cea.sed  in 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  until  the  crusts  and  .scales  have  been 
removed  in  Small -pox,  and  the  whole  of  the  bod}"^  has  been 
well  bathed.  In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease. the  patient 
should  have  one  or  moi’e  warm  liaths  before  putting  on  clean 
clothes. 
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8.  The  sick  room  should  not  be  visited  by  any  but  those  in 
attendance  on  the  patient,  as  the  clothing  of  visitors  is  very 
liable  to  convey  infection. 

y.  In  case  of  death,  the  body  should  be  completely  enveloped  in 
a sheet  steeped  in  a strong  solution  of  carbolic  acid  (1  pint  to- 
a gallon  of  water),  placed  in  a coffin,  with  a pound  or  two  of 
carbolic  acid  powder  sprinkled  over  it,  fastened  down  and 
buried  without  delay. 

10.  On  the  termination  of  a case,  the  sick  room,  the  clothing,  and 
everything  with  which  the  ^iatient  has  come  in  contact,  must 
be  thoroughly  disinfected ; notice  should  be  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  will  send  an  Inspector  to- 
superintend  the  process  of  disinfection. 

11.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  and  other  articles  must  be  given 
to  the  Inspector,  who  will  cause  them  to  be  removed  to  the 
public  disinfecting  af)paratus,  where  they  will  l)e  disinfected 
free  of  chai-ge,  after  which  they  should  be  thoroughly  washed 
at  home.  Infected  clothing  should  not  on  any  account,  or 
under  any  pretence  whatever,  be  sent  to  the  laundress  ; and 
if  clothes  are  received  to  wash,  they  should  not  be  received 
until  the  house  is  pronounced  free  from  infection. 

12.  Books  obtained  from  the  Library  are  given  to  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  for  disinfection,  and  returned  to  the  Librarian. 


Your  attention  is  'particularly  directed  to  the  following  ^rrovisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  and  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention) 
Act,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
Infectious  Diseasi-s : — 


Any  person  who  ; — 

1.  AVhile  sutfering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disease,, 
wilfully  exposes  himself  without  proper  precaution  against  spreading 
the  said  disorder  in  any  street,  public  place,  or  vehicle,  or  enters  any 
public  conversance  withont  previously  notifying  to  the  driver  that  he 
is  .so  suffering. 
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2.  Being  in  charge  of  any  person  so  suffering,  or  exposes  such 
sufferer,  or 


3.  Gives,  lends,  sells,  or  transmits,  or  exposes  without  previous 
disinfection  any  bedding,  clothing,  rags,  or  other  things  which  have 
been  exposed  to  infection,  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding 
Five  Pounds. 


Every  person  who  shall  cease  to  occupy  any  house,  room,  or  part 
of  a house  in  which  any  person  has,  within  six  weeks  previously,  been 
suffering  from  any  infectious  disease  without  having  such  hou.se,  room, 
or  part  of  a house,  and  all  articles  therein  liable  to  retain  infection, 
disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  a registered  medical  practitioner,  as 
testified  by  a certificate  signed  by  him,  or  without  first  giving  to  the 
owner  of  such  house,  room,  or  part  of  a house,  notice  of  the  previous 
■existence  of  such  a disease,  and  every  person  ceasing  to  occupy  any 
hou.se,  room,  or  part  of  a house,  and  who  on  being  questioned  by  the 
owner  thereof,  or  by  any  person  negotiatinjj  for  the  hire  of  such  house, 
room,  or  part  of  a house,  as  to  the  fact  of  their  having  within  six 
weeks  pre^dously  been  therein  any  person  suffering  fi-om  any  infectious 
disease,  knowingly  makes  a false  answ'er  to  such  question,  shall  be 
liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds. 


Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  cast,  or  cause,  or  permit  to  be  cast 
into  any  ci.sh-pit,  ash-tub,  or  other  receptacle  for  the  deposit  of  refuse, 
any  infectious  rubbish  without  previous  di.sinfection,  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  under  this  act. 


Any  Local  Authority  or  the  Medical  Officer  of  any  Local 
Authority  generally  empowered  by  the  Authority  in  that  behalf,  may, 
by  notice  in  writing  i-equire  the  owner  of  any  bedding,  clothing,  or 
other  articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  the  infection  of  any  infec- 
tious disease,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  over  to  an  Officer  of 
the  Local  Authority  for  removal  for  the  purpose  of  disinfection,  and 
any  person  who  fails  to  comply  with  such  a requirement,  shall  be  liable 
to  a penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds. 


In  the  case  of  children  attending  school,  the  head  master  or 
mi.stre.s.s  receives  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a notice  of  the 
existence  of  Infectious  Disease  in  families  attending  the  particular 
.school  ; in  this  way  an  effectual  check  is  put  upon  the  attendance  at 
school  of  children  from  infected  hou.ses. 
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Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District  and  Summary  of  Work 
performed  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  his  Assistant. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTIHCT. — In  conformity  with  the 
regulations  of  the  Local  Government  JJoai'd,  systematic  inspection  of 
the  District  has  been  made  by  i\Ir.  Alfred  E.  Leyshon,  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  and  !Mr.  Samuel  P>.  Sommerfiehl,  Assistant  Inspector,  and 
a large  number  of  Sanitary  defects  in  various  parts  of  the  District  have 
been  discovered  and  remedied.

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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

This  Act  is  carried  out  by  the  Police,  under  the  orders  of  the 
County  Council. 

FOOD  SUPPLY  AND  SLAUGHTER-BLOUSE. 

The  Public  Slaughter-House  has  been  regularly  inspected  during 
the  year ; no  private  Slaughter-houses  exist  in  the  district,  and  no 
■cases  of  illegally  slaughtering  in  unlicensed  premises  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Inspector. 

Mr.  Rees  Howell,  the  manager  of  the  Public  Slaughter-house 
reports  to  me,  that  during  the  year  the  following  animals  were 
slaughtered  : —

The  erection  of  the  new  Public  Abattoir  is  proceeding,  and  will 
be  ready  for  use  about  the  end  of  August  1897. 

SCAVENGING. 

In  taking  a critical  survey  of  the  Sanitary  conditions  of  the 
District  it  appears  to  be  in  a very  satisfactory  state  with  perhaps  one 
exception,  that  of  the  scavenging.  Thus  in  the  matter  of  collection, 
the  contractors  have  instructions  to  collect  the  refuse  in  the  principal 
streets  first,  whilst  the  back  streets  are  left  until  a comparatively  late 
hour,  now  these  are  the  very  places  where  the  people  most  require  to 
be  taught  the  advantage  of  cleanliness  and  sanitation,  and  seeing 
boxes  of  di.sagreeable  refuse  remaining  at  their  front  doors  (in  many 
cases  upset)  does  not  tend  in  this  . direction.  Additional  means  for 
collection  of  the  refuse  would  remedy  this  state  of  things,  the  carts 
used  for  the  purpo.se  have  not  increased  according  to  the  increase  of 
population,  and  1 would  venture  to  .suggest  that  at  no  time  have  the 
carts  been  sutticient. 

A Destructor,  or  the  fixing  of  depots  in  proper  places  for  the 
deposit  of  the  refuse  is  also  urgently  recjuired. 
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DAIIUES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER,  1885. 

The  registered  milk-sellers  in  the  distinct  are  58  in  number.  Five 
new  application.s  for  registration  were  made  during  the  year,  in  each 
case  the  premi.ses  were  in.spected  and  the  occu])iei‘.s  required  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ubove  order. 


COiMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district  are  eight. 
They  were  fre(|uently  visited  during  the  year  (day  and  night)  and 
found  clean,  well  ventilated  and  not  overcrowded.  The  follov,-ing 
regulations  for  the  guiflance  of  Lodging  House  Keejiers  are  hung  up  in 
each  house. 

HK(;uL.\Tioxb  FOR  Kkkpkhs  of  Co.mmon  Lodoino  Hou.shs. 

1.  That  the  keeper  does  not  permit  a greater  number  of  Lodger.s 
than  authorised  by  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

2.  That  the  keeper  shall  not  .suffer  any  person  of  the  male  .sex 
above  the  age  of  ten  years  to  u.se  or  occupy  any  room  used  as  a sleeping 
room  by  persons  of  the  female  .sex,  or  any  person  of  the  female  .sex 
above  the  age  of  ten  years  to  u.se  or  occupy  any  lOom  used  as  a sleeping 
room  by  persons  of  the  male  .sex. 

8.  That  the  keejier  .shall  cau.se  every  room  therein  which  may  be 
appointed  for  use  anti  occupation  as  a slee^iing  apartment  by  two  or 
more  married  couples  to  be  so  furnished  or  fitted  that  every  bed  when 
in  use  and  occupation  shall  be  effectually  .screened  from  the  view  of 
any  occupant  of  any  other  bed,  by  means  of  a partition  of  wood  or 
other  .solid  material  which  shall  be  constructed  and  fixed,  or  placed,  so 
as  to  allow  adetiuate  means  of  acce.ss  to  the  bed  which  such  partition 
is  intended  to  .screen,  and  so  as  to  extend  upwards  throughout  the 
whole  length  and  breadth  of  such  bed  to  a sufficient  height  above  such 
bed,  ane  downwards  to  a distance  of  not  more  than  six  inches  above 
the  level  of  the  floor. 

4.  That  the  yard,  area,  forecourt,  or  other  open  space  within  the 
curtilage  of  the  premises  are  in  good  order  and  thoroughly  cleansed. 

5.  That  the  floor  of  every  room  or  passage  are  kept  clean,  and 
thoroughly  washerl  every  week. 
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G.  That  the  windows  and  iittings  ai’e  thoi'ougldy  cleansed  from 
time  to  time. 

7.  Thai  the  bed-clothes  and  bedding,  and  every  bedstead  used  in 
such  house  are  thoroughly  cleaiised  fi-om  lime  to  time. 

8.  That  a suthcient  number  of  basins  or  other  rece])tacles  for 
cieajising  purpose.s,  a sufficient  water  supply,  a sufficient  number  of 
towels  for  use  in  connection  with  .such  basins.  To  .see  that  the  basins 
and  receptacles  are  kept  clean  and  iti  good  order,  and  that  the  towels- 
are  I'enewed  from  time  to  time. 

y.  That  all  solid  or  licjuid  filth,  or  refuse,  to  be  removed  once  a 
day  before  10  a.ni.  from  every  room,  and  that  the  vessel  or  utensil  used 
for  such  tilth  or  refu.se  to  be  thoroughly  clean.sed. 

10.  That  the  .seat,  floor,  and  walls  in  eveiy  watercloset  are 
thoi-oughly  clean.sed. 

11.  That  every  part  of  the  structime  of  every  waterclo.set  is  at 
all  times  in  good  order,  and  that  every  drain,  or  means  of  drainage, 
with  which  such  watercloset  may  communicate,  to  be  maintained  at  all 
times  in  good  order  and  efficient  action. 

12.  That  every  window  in  such  house  appointed  for  the  use  and 
occupation  iis  a sleeping  compartment  to  be  opened,  and  to  be  kept 
fully  open  for  one  hour  at  least  in  the  forenoon,  and  for  one  hour  in 
the  afternoon,  of  every  day.  In  ca.se  of  bad  weather  oi'  .sickness  they 
may  be  clo.sed. 

1-b  That  the  bed-clothes  of  every  bed  to  be  removed  from  such 
bed  as  .soon  as  conveniently  may  l)e  after  such  bed  shall  have  been 
vacated  by  any  lodger,  and  freely  exposed  to  fresh  air  at  least  one  hour 
n foreTioon  or  one  hour  in  afternoon. 

1-1.  1 hat  lie  .shall  immediately  report  any  case  of  infectious- 

di.sea.ses  coming  under  his  notice  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
adopt  all  such  precautions  t(j  ])revent  further  spread.  He  shall  not 
allow  any  lodger  to  enter  or  live  in  the  infected  room. 

15.  That  no  kitchen  or  scullery  is  u.sed  as  a sleeping  room. 

10.  That  no  bed  is  u.sed  within  the  period  of  eight  hours  after 
.such  bed  has  been  vacated.

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SEAMEN’S  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  persons  holding  Sesimen’s  Lodging  House  License.s 
In  the  District  during  1896  was  75,  of  which  two  were  revoked  and 
sixteen  were  cautioned  during  the  year  for  breaches  of  bye-laws 
relating  to  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses.  The  above  houses  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  found  clean,  and  no  cases  of  infectious  disease 
have  occurred  in  any  of  them  during  the  year. 

HARRY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  ACT,  1896. 

The  above  private  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  by  your 
Council  in  the  last  .session  of  Parliament. 

Part  V.  Sanitary  Provisions. 

Sec.  50  prohibits  the  blowing  or  stutiing  of  carcases.  Notices 
of  this  .section  have  been  issued  to  all  butchers  and  posted  through- 
out the  district. 

Secs.  50  and  51  extend  sections  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
so  as  to  make  the  original  sender  of  diseased  meat  equally  liable  with 
the  vendor. 

Sec.  52  authorises  the  District  Council  to  test  any  drain  in  their 
district  by  the  smoke  or  any  other  test,  and  compels  owiiers  of  drains 
found  defective  to  remedy  the  same. 

Sec.  53  provides  that  a cistern  that  is  so  placed,  constructed,  or 
kept,  as  to  render  the  water  liable  to  contamination  is  to  be  regarded 
as  a nuisance  within  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
and  can  be  dealt  with  as  other  nuisances  under  that  Act. 

Sec.  54  enables  the  District  Council  to  provide  public  lavatories 
in  connection  with  public  conveniences.  The  District  Council  are 
authorised  to  make  reasonable  charges  for  the  u.se  of  such  lavatories, 
so  that  they  would  be,  to  some  extent  at  any  rate,  self  supporting. 

Sec.  55  provides  that  urinals  shall  be  attached  to  all  public  houses 
and  refreshment  houses,  and  gives  the  Distiict  Council  power  to  order 
the  removal  of  any  objectionable  urinal  I recommend  that  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisance  be  instructed  to  report  on  all  such  houses  in 
the  district.  Many  of  the  refreshment  houses  are,  I am  informed, 
without  any  urinals. 
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Sec.  56  enablesi  the  District  Council  to  charge  for  the  removal  of 
any  trade  refuse  or  any  building  matei’ial  placed  in  any  ashpit  or  ash- 
tub.  I recommend  that  the  Surveyor  be  instructed  to  report  v'hether 
there  are,  av  present,  any  cases  to  which  tliis  section  applies. 


Sec.  57  enables  tbe  District  Council  to  order  any  cesspool  that  is^ 
prejudicial  to  health  to  be  closed.  I i*ecoramend  that  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  be  instructed  to  report  if  there  is  any  cesspool  in  the  district 
to  which  this  section  applies. 


Part  VI.  refers  to  Infectious  Diseases. 


Sec.  58  provides  that  on  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  dairymen  shall,  when  lequired,  furnish  a list  of  their  customers. 


Sec.  59  provides  that  all  dairymen  supplying  milk  in  the  district 
shall  notify  to  Medical  Officer  of  Health  infectious  disease  existing- 
among  their  servants. 


Sec.  60  provides  that  no  infected  person  shall  carry  on  business 
connected  with  food  for  man. 


Sec.  61  provides  that  any  person  suffering  from  any  dangerous 
infectious  disease,  who  is  in  a house  where  he  cannot  be  effectually 
isolated,  may  be  removed  by  order  of  the  justices  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  This  is  a most  useful  clause  and  considerably 
extends  the  power  which  a Sanitary  Authority  has  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  to  remove  patients  to  their  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  There  are  many  cases  which  would  not  come  within  the 
section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  but  would  come  within  this  section. 
It  is  a well  established  principle  of  Sanitary  Science  that  epidemics  of 
infectious  disease  can  only  effectually  be  nipped  in  the  bud  by  prompt 
and  effectual  isolation,  and  this  section  gives  the  Sanitary  Authorities 
more  power  to  do  this  than  it  has  under  the  general  law.  As  the- 
Council  will  shortly  erect  a large  and  convenient  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Colcot,  this  section  will  prove  very  useful. 


Sec.  62  provides  that  on  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  persons  engaged  in  washing  or  mangling  clothes  shall  furnish 
list  of  owners  of  clothes 

Sec.  6.3  enables  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  require  dairymen, 
to  furnish  list  of  .sources  of  their  milk  supply. 
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•Sac.  04  eri'iblei  the  Medical  OHi^ef  of  Health  to  inspect  the 
flwellings  of  jier.sons  engaged  in  dairies  as  well  as  the  dairies  themselves. 

Sec.  65  authorises  the  District  Council  to  provide  nurses  in  case  of 
infectious  disease.  This  again  is  a most  useful  clause,  and  1 would 
recommeml  that  the  District  Coum-il  make  arrangements  so  that  in 
case  of  necessity  nurses  could  he  obtained  to  nui’se  infected  patients  in 
their  own  homfts.  The  District  Council  have  power  under  the  .section 
to  charge  for  the  .services  of  the  nur.se. 

Sec.  00  })rovides  that  no  person  shall  return  a book  which  h.as 
been  e.xposed  to  infection  to  the  Public  Library,  but  shall  hand  the 
book  to  the  Inspector  of  Nui.sance  to  be  disinfected.  One  of  the  few 
arguments  that  can  be  u.sed  against  the  provision  of  Public  Libraries 
is  that  they  tend  to  spread  infection.  This  clau.se  if  strictly  enforced, 
will  prove  a safe-guard  against  this  danger. 

Sec.  07  emibles  the  District  Council  to  compensate  any  dairyman 
who  at  their  request  stops  his  milk  supply. 

Sec.  08  enables  the  DistricLCouncil  to  compensate  any  midwife  or 
nurse  who  at  their  request  stops  her  occupation. 

Both  these  sections  remove  a great  temptation  from  persons  who 
depend  on  their  respective  occupations  for  their  livelihood,  of  con- 
tinuing such  occupations  at  the  expense  of  great  risk  to  public  health. 

Sec.  09  provides  for  public  notice  of  Part  YI.  being  given 
by  advertisement  and  public  posters.  I recommend  that  this  be  done, 
and  that  notice  be  also  served,  as  far  as  possible,  on  all  dairymen  and 
persons  cannectecl  with  dairies,  all  persons  engaged  in  washing  or 
mangling  clothes,  and  midwives,  and  that  notices  be  also  placed  as  to 
Sec.  66  in  the  Public  Library. 

Part  VTIT.  Common  Lodging  Hou.se.s. 

Sec  73  provides  that  every  Common  Lodging-House  Keeper  must 
remain  in  his  house  between  9 p.m.  and  6 a.m. 

Sec.  74  enables  the  District  Council  to  refuse  to  register  any 
per.son  as  a Common  Lodging-Hou.se  KeejDer  unless  they  are  satisfied 
of  his  character  and  fitness.  Under  the  Public  Health  x\ct,  1875,  the 
District  Council  were  compelled  to  register  any  applicant  whose  house 
was  suitable,  and  as  a result  the  Common  Lodging-House  Keepers  in 
many  towns  were  not  suitable  persons. 
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8ec,  75  enables  tlie  Court  before  whom  any  Common  Lodging- 
House  Keeper  is  eonvictod  of  selling  drink  without  a license,  oi-  keeping 
a brothel,  or  any  offence  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  or  the  bye-laws 
relating  to  Common  Lodging-Houses,  or  any  offence  under  this  Act, 
to  revoke  the  license.  Until  this  Act  was  passed  the  District  Council 
had  no  power  to  revoke  a license,  and  some  of  the  Parry  common 
lodging-house  keepers  hare  been  convicted  many  times  and  imprisoned. 
It  will  be  seen  at  once  tluit  it  is  most  important  that  the  keepers  of 
■common  halging-lmuses  should  be  men  of  good  character,  and  this 
portion  of  the  new  Act  will  enable  the  District  Council  to  see  that  this 
-shall  be  so  in  the  future. 


Sec.  7G  provides  that  notice  of  this  portion  of  the  Act  shall  be 
given  to  all  Common  Lodging-House  Keepers.  Thi.s  has  already 
been  done. 


Part  XTL  Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Sec.  100.  Any  householder  may  require  any  street  musician  to 
depart  from  near  his  house,  and  in  default  such  street  musician  shall  be 
liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  10/- 


Sec.  103  enab]e.s  the  District  Council  to  make  bye-laws  as  to  shows, 
caravans,  or  exhiliitions. 


Sec.  lOd  enables  the  District  Council  to  provide  public  drinking 
f(juntains  and  cattle  troughs. 


Sec.  109  provides  a penalty  on  any  occupier  of  a house  who 
prevents  the  owner  from  carrying  into  effect  any  retjuirements  of  the 
District  Council  under  this  Act.  It  also  provides  a penalty  on  any 
occupier  who  refuses  or  omits  to  disclose  or  wilfully  mis-states  the  name 
of  the  owner  of  the  house.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  th& 
year  1896. 

The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  was  constituted  in  the^ 
year  1893. 

The  Boundaries  of  the  District  are  defined  as  follows  ; 


A straight  line  drawn  due  South  from  the  s^eaward  extremity 
of  the  common  boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  Sully  and 
Lavernock,  and  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  port,  .^  straight

between  the  points  at  which  the  straight  lines 
mentioned  meet  such  boundary;  together  with  the 
waters  of  tL  said  port  of  Cardiff  within  such  limits,  and  the  place  or 
for  the  time  bein"  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station 
^ Suttam  t S part  ofthe  said  port,  and  every  other  p ace  for 
Le  appointecl  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ship  for  such 

f S tho  slid  Dort  under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the 
Iplead  of  diseases  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  tliat 

'l^half,  and  the  docks,  basins,  '' 

hays,  and  streams  belonging  to  such  part  of  the  said  port. 
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The  regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  prescribe,  with 
regard  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — 

“ That  lie  shall  prepare  an  annual  report,  to  be  made  to  the 
“ end  of  December  in  eiich  year,  comprising  tabular  statements 
“ (so  far  as  he  shall  have  been  able  to  obtain  the  necessary 
“ information),  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  of  persons  oh 
“ ship-board  within  the  District,  classified  according  to 
“ diseases,  ages,  and  vessels,  and  a summary  of  the  action 
“ taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease. 
“ The  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the  proceedings 
“ in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the  Public 
“ Health  Act,  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings  relate  to  con- 

“ ditions  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health,  and  also  an  account 
“ of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for 
‘‘  sanitary  purposes  over  places  and  vessels  that  the  Port 
“ Sanitary  Authority  has  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature 
“ and  results  of  any  proceedings  which  may  have  been  so 
“ required  and  taken  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the  year.” 

This  report  is  therefore  made  in  accordance  with  the  above 
regulations. 

The  floating  population  of  the  District  is  roughly  estimated  at  800 
persons.

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INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING. 


During  the  year  1896,  1045  vessels  were  inspected.  876  were 
found  in  a fair  or  good  condition,  and  169  in  a more  or  less  defective 
or  insanitary  state.  One  hundred  and  twenty  written  notices  were 
served,  and  forty-nine  verbal  orders  were  given  to  the  masters  or  those 
in  charge  to  have  the  defects  or  nuisances  abated  ; very  little  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  obtaining  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Inspector.
